| “The school has a faculty of 35 
teachers, and the students include 684 
| boys and 463 girls. The faculty in- 
cludes: eight Americans, graduates of 
jleading American agricultural col- 
| leges, and the rest are Armenians and 
| Russians. 
| “The course of study is very practi- 
cal, organized on the project plan, 
| which gives each boy and girl a‘ small 
| tract with a definite crop for the sea- 
son, thus teaching—the child how to 
plant, cultivate and ‘follow the plant 
growth through the various stages «an- 
‘til barvest. The practical results of 
(the gardens have been very success- 
|ful and we have raised an immense 
amount of vegetables, which are used 
'in the other American orphanages. 
' “Our main school building includes 
'a large assembly hall which seats 
500 children and is used constantly ior 
educational lectures and moving pic- 
tures, We have had some difficulty 
in getting the necessary equipment for 
our simple practical laboratories, out 
everyone has helped and we now have 
not only a good laboratory but also 
a fairly good library with a large 
reading room, which is very popular. 
Needs of Armenia. 

“A course in simple forestry is an 
interesting innovation in a™ study 
which is sorely needed in Armenia. 
We have prepared a plan for the gov- 
ernment, asking that certain moun- 
tains where young timber has started 
be protected from grazing and that 
such places be withheld from pasture 
grants. Such simple precautions will 
tremendously increase Armenia’s@tim- 
ber resources in a few years. 

“Our poultry work has been hamper- 
ed by the difficulty of getting a good 
grade of chickens in this country. We 
are working with several promising 
local varieties and have introduced rhe 
incubator for the first time in the 
history of the country. 

“Courses in.farm mechanics in- 
elude carpentry, blacksmithing, use of 
farm machinery and home economics. 
Our students are very much interest- 
ed in the courses in beekeeping, and 
this work 4s important, for Armenia 
is noted for its. honey. Home gar- 
dening is carried on by every student, 
under the direction of a Vassar grad- 
uate, Miss Phyllis Brown. She raises 
enough cabbages. beets and carrots 
for all the 20.000 children in the 
American orphanages throughout Ar- 


menia. 


’ 


American Goods Used. 

“We are using large quantities of 
American seeds, adapting them to Lbis 
country, and introducing new types of 
farm produce such as several kinds 
of sorghum and peas hithefto un- 
known to Armenia. Our most success- 
ful experiment has been the growth 
of yetch with oats for hay. This va- 
riety of forage can be grown here with 
remarkable results, not only increas- 
ing enormously the production of 
hay, but also adding to the fertility 
of the soil.” 

Mr. Floyd writes that he is a firm 
advocate of the cow, hen and hog 
program, and believes that the chil- 
dren can be taught this to the bei- 
terment of their farm life in the fu- 
ture.

“Judas” Shean Rapped. 

Qver in the Hartford county jail, 
Judas reclined on his virtuous couch. 
Walter Shean, the pool-roonr loafer 
from Springfield, Mass... went into 
the New Britain burglary on an 
equal footing with Chapman, but 
yellowed like the leaves in autumn.

world describes as the squeal. 

The state of Connecticut used 
Shean as a means to an end in the 
prosecution of Chapman but the state 
of Connecticut despises him, and Chap- 
man himself regards Shean as being 
too low to deserve the compliment of 
his hatred. 

Calls Shean “Tout.” 

“Shean was always a tout.” said 
Ed Hickey, the Hartford detective who 
trailed Chapman about the country by 
the vagne clue of a baggage tag found 


, in one of Chapman’s abandoned hand- 


bars, 

“Just a tout. A tout doesn't gamble. 
He just tips off the other fellow and 
lets him take the risk. Shean was 
always that war.” 3 

Chapman's youth is more or less 
blurry, painted over with the legends 
whith spring up about picturesque 
characters. It is generally agreed. 
howe@er, that he was born in New 
York, that he spent one year in col- 
lege studying for the clergy and that 
about that time the criminal 
or perhaps only an adventurous trait 
in his nature, turned him off on the 
trail that leads now to the trap-door 
in the floor at Wetherstield. 

: Shean Held for Jury. 

Shean is still held fur the grand 
jury on a preliminary charge of mur- 
dering James Skelly, the policeman. 
But Prosecutor Alcorn doesn't in- 
tend to try him for murder. Shean 
may be a quitter and a welcher. but 
the state of Connecticut can’t afford 
to deal with him in his own coin. 
He turned over Chapman's life in 
trade for his own, and the worst 
that he will have to fece will be 
some such charge as burglary.

SENATOR ADVISES 


High Time To Pay Less 
Heed to Worries of Eu- 
rope, He Tells Audience 
at Chicago. 


Problems to Whose So- 
lution Government 


Chicago, April 4.—It is “high time” #% 
America paid more attention to her 
problems at home and less to the wor- 
ries of Europe, Senator William E. 
Borah, of Idaho, chairman of the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee, de- 
clared in a speech here tonight. 

Addressing the Isaac Walton 
Teague of America, Borah emphasiz- 
ed throughout his speech the doe- 
trine of “America first.” 

The United States, he said,: had 
certain international obligations 
which it never would repudiate, but 


added: 


. Puts America First. | 
“If we would serve humanity and 


nations, we must first make sure of 
our own health and wealth, of con- 
tentment and power in our own land 
and among our own people. 

“Tt do not think it any part of our 
duty either to ourselves or to human- 
ity in general to discriminate againat 
our own citizens or impair our own 
institutions under the delusion that 
we are by so doing serving the cause 


lof peace. 


“The men who organized this re- 
public, who have built here a nation 
of commanding influence and power, 
were intense nationalists. They be- 
lieved in America, And the men whe 
will preserve this republic, who will 
lead our people to yet higher and 
nobler service, will be intense nation- 
aliete, They also will believe in Amer- 
ica.’ 7 

Denounces Bureaucracies. : 

The Idaho senator also denounced 
the growth of bureaucracy in Wash- 
ington, which, he said menaced Amer- 
ican institutions and hampered the 
United States in her world relations. 
He described this as the outstanding 
domestie problem. 

He listed other problems as “agri- 
culture and transportation ; regular 
tion of our great natural monopolies— 
coal and water power: the wild, in- 
ordinate, extravagant, corrupt tenden- 
cies of government, state and national; 
the enforcement of law and the pro- 
tection of property: and the staying 
of this awful saturnalia of crime.” 

Discussing solution of these prob- 
lems, Borah said it was disturbing “to 
encounter everywhere the belief that 
the way to tackle them is to effectuate 
some change in the structure of our 
government.” 

Renews His Plea. 

Returning to his plea that American 
problems came before foreign affairs, 
Borah said: 

“The part America plays in interna- 
tional affairs will be fruitful to hu-

TUBERCULAR HERDS 
ARE ORDERED KILLED 


tichmond, Va., April 4.—Wohole 
herds of dairy cattle in Henrico, Han- 
over and Chesterfield counties have 
been ordered killed as a result of the 
discovery of the largest number of 
tubercular-infected eattle for one ljo- 
cality in the history of Virginia. Out 
of 2.215 cattle given the test, 1.055 
were reactors and will be slain. 

The announcement came from State 
Dairy and Food Commissioner D. A. 
Kinney, who said the discovery was 
the result of examinations conducted 
during the month of Mareh. Most 
of the herds had not been tested be- 
fore, he declared. 

Of T5S cattle tested in all other 
portions of the state, the commission- 
er continued, only 83 were found to 
be reactors.

Premier 
Herriot is hesitating to make a defi- 
nite announcement of a tax on capi- 
tal, but it is understood that 
still the government's plan and the 
issue will be forced sooner or later.

TWO DAYS OF REST PROVING BENEFICIAL 


Work To Prove Her Insane 


San Francisco, Cal., -April 4.— 
Dorothy Ellingson, 17-year-old slayer 
of her mother, Mrs. Anna Ellingson, 
was able to sing at her routine duties 
as an inmate of the county jail today, 
while lawyers and experts were busy 
preparing for a resumption of the 
trial to determine the question of her 
sanity on Monday. 

The two days of rest from the or- 
deal of the crowded courtroom is ex- 
pected to be particularly beneficial to 
the girl, who insists herself that she 
is perfectly sane, while her own at- 


| torneys are endeavoring to prove that 


she is not, in order to avoid the 
necessity of a murder trial. 

The insanity hearing to date has 
been a battle of the alienists, who 
for weeks have been given individual 
oportunities to observe the conduct 
and habits of the youthful defendant 
during her incarceration. The experts 
for the state are positive in asserting 
that Dorothy is mentally normal, 
while those of the defense are equally 


insistent that her mind 1s unbalanced, 
and that she was incapable of realiz- 
ing what she was doing when she 
killed her mother for refusing her per- 
mission to attend a jazz dance,

PRINGE OF WALES 


REACHES AFRICA 


Riotous Welcome Is Giv- 
en Him by Natives, Who 
Pledge Him Their Undi- 

~ vided Loyalty. 


Bathurst, Gambia, West Africa, 
April 4.—(By the Associated Press.) 
The Prince of Wales has completed 
the first leg of his tour to Africa 
and South America. He arrived here 
this morning on board the battle 
cruiser Repulse. 

After a week’s 
health-giving sunshine, the Repulse 
anchored at 6 o’clock a few miles 
off the port, being unable to approach 
nearer because of the shallow water. 
Captain Cecil H. Armitage, governor 
of Gambia settlement, put off in his 
yacht to convey the prince and his 
party to Bathupst. The yacht left the 
cruiser at.3. o'clock, landing here 
shortly afterward. 

The weather was extremely hot 
during the last two days of the voy- 


age. 
Stopped at Cape Verde. 

The Repulse, on passing the Cape 
Verde islands, exchanged messages 
with. the governor and the British 
residents there. The governor general 
of I'rench West Africa sent a wireless 
message from Daker conveying greet- 
ings. Soon after landing here, the 
prince inspected the guard of honor 
and then proceeded to the governor's 
residence. 

Subsequently, he drove to Mace- 
Arthy Square, where he planted a tree 
and inspected the lines of schoo] chil- 
dren and guides assembled there. Then 
followed the ceremony of placing a 
wreath on the cenotaph, after which 
he received officially the addresses 
from the government, the chamber of 
commerce, the French colony of the 
town, the chiefs of the protectoratae 
and the Moslem inhabitants. 

Prince Holds Levee. 

Later, the prince held a levee at 
which the leading European and Afri- 
can inhabitants were present with the 
protectorate chiefs. He was given an 
enthusiastic ovation. 

In an addgess of welcome, the gov- 
ernor recalled that this is the first 
visit the Prince of Wales has made 
to West Africa, but English adven- 
turers of the Elizabethan area made 
Gambia their base before the days of 
the Armada. 

The Gambian native chiefs prescnt- 
ed the piince with a quaintly worded 
gg breathing loyalty in every 
ine. 

“We are black; we cannot read or 
write English. but we are English,”

Opposes Being Placec

In a bitter attack on Chief W. B 
Cody, head of the fire department 
Alderman Jesse W. Armistead, chair 
man of the fire committee of coun 
cil, Saturday issued a_ statemeni 
charging the chief with “politicing 
daily, in and out of season, for met 
who are favorable to him, and denying 
the same right to the rank and file oi 
the department;” with causing dis 
sension in g@he department “by hit - 
biased attitude toward all men wh¢ 
do not cater to his personal whims,” 
and with having dbjected to the new 
rules for the department, voted last 
Wednesday by the fire committee 
of council, simply because they put 
him under some of the same regula: 
tions that govern the men. 

“It is conceited presumption on 
the part of the chief to intimate that 
his management of the fire depart: 
ment kept down the insurance rates 
in Atlanta,” the statement says. “That 
is a reflection on the intelligence ol 
the underwriters and everyone else 
It is true that the chief's action in

Controversy Begins. 

A controversy between Alderman 
Armistead and Chief Cody, which had 
been brewing for more than a year, 
bruke out last week when the chief 
declared the new rules part of a po- 
litical fight against him, and claimed 
that they strip him of much of his 
authority, and make him nothing more 
Alderman Oscar H. Williamson, 
(vice chairman of the committee, wha 
was absent from the meeting, later 


‘characterized the rules as a joke, and 


drew the retort from Mr. Armistead 
that “the only joke about the fire 
committee is Alderman Williamson 
himself.”’ 

Chief results of the battle have been 
statements of Chief Cody that he will 
not resign at the end of 1925, as pre 
viously announced, and _ assertions 
from Alderman Williamson that he 
will back any action by which the 
rules might be revoked. 

A charter amendment, introduced 
by Mr. Armistead two weeks ago, and 
which would make the chief of the 
fire department subject to election 
every two years, was defeated at the 
last meeting of council. Although 
what form it will come in is unknown, 
resumption of hostilities is expected 
on the floor of council Monday afters 
noon. 

Armistead’s Statement. 

Following is Alderman Armistead’s 
statement: 

“It was not my intention to get 
into a controversy with Chief Cody 
in regard to the rules adopted fog the 
proper regulation of the fire depart- 
ment and members of same, but since 
Chief Cody’s statements have so gross: 
ly misrepresented facts, and these mis- 
representations perhaps prompted the 
editorial appearing in your paper con- 
cerning the action of the fire commit- 
tee, I deem it necessary to set you 
and the people right by asking that 
you publish this card as it is writ- 
ten. 

“All well-regulated institutions have 
fixed rules govegx ng same. Every de- 
partment of this city government and 
every other city government in the 
land have certain rules and regula- 
tions governing the duties and actions 
of those who are connected with them. 
The new rules adopted by the fire 
committee embody rules that have 
been in force in the fire department 
from time immemorial, and they also 
include rulés which have long been 
ruvessary for the government of the 
department. 

“Chief Cody claims that the com- 
mittee took away alk his authority, 
making it impossible to manage the 


department in the same efficient way 


that he has done in the past. Here 
are the rules affecting the chief: 

‘* ‘Section 4. (a) The chief shall attcnd 
all fires in the business district of the 
city, whenever possible so to do, and such 
cther fires when exigency requires, and 
assume sole direction of the operations of 
the department at fires. It shall be his 
duty to visit the several fire companies 
at least once a month, and see that houses 
and apparatus are in proper conditiou, end 
should he find any member édrrelict in bis 
duty, he shall prefer such charges agaist 
such member and cite him to appear at 
the next meeting of the committee for trial. 
He shall have power to fill temporacily 
any vacancy caused by sickness, disability 


or absence of any members of the depart- 
ment, which action shall remain in: effect 
until the mext meeting ef tke committee. 
He may transfer members f:om one com- 
pany to another, but ust report sich 
transfer, together with his reason therefor, 
to the committee at its sext mezting, and 
when transferred such member shali te. 
tain his departmental <senfor:ty.

From a 
satified listener to local programs, 
he is changed into the werst “‘nut” 
of them al). He will not listen to 
anything now. All he wants is to 
make records—records—records. He 
probably will not be satisfied until 
he has charted each one of the O64 
(we believe that's the number) of 
stations in America. 

When he has accomplished that, he 
will buy another and a more power- 
ful set and go gallavanting through 
the ether for Europe and vther points 
east and west of these patts. 

Talking about these distance-get- 
‘nuts’—enthusiasts, if you 
lease, William H. Priess, noted en- 
infer and manufacturer. says: 

“We all have cur laugh about the 
man who never listens to anything, 
who is solely intent on seeing how 
many stations he can reach, but 
after all, the quality which urges him 
on is the quality that is .responsible 
for radio. It made the business;

ROGRESS OF RADIO 
REVEALED IN SURVEY 


Washington, April 4.—A little more 
than three years ago broadcasting was 
first attempted by station at Pitts- 
burg. Only a few amateurs listened 
in at that time and hardly anyone 
helieved that aside from the novelty it 
would prove of interest and value to 


the public. 

During the intervening three years, 
radio broadcasting has spread throuch- 
out the world. A survey of world- 
wide radio markets just completed by 


the department of commerce gives a_ 


fairly comprehensive picture of the <x- 
tent of present-day interest in the art. 
~“The output of American manutac- 
turers of radio material exceeds tiat 
of those of any other country in tue 
world,” says the Commerce Survey. 
“Other countries, are, however, also 
actively engaged in this business and 
it has reached varying degrees of 
commercial importance, notably in 
several Eurapean countries and in a 
few South American Republics. Amer- 
jean radio manufacturers, in addition 
to supplying a large domestic demand, 
are actively engaged in the exportation 
of their products, That they have 
been successful in their endeavors to 
satisfy foreign users is shown by the 
increase of our exports of radio ap- 
paratus from $378,806 in 1918 to 
slightly over $1,000,000 in 1921, in- 
ereasing threefold by the end of 1923, 
and during 1924 reaching a total,’ ac- 
cording to preliminary figures, of $4,- 
080.914.” 

There follows a survey of radio con- 
ditions in Europe and Canada as re- 
vealed by the Commerce Survey: 

Azores—There is no local broadcast- 
ing and consequently only a few sets 
in operation. 

Belgium—Considerable interest in 
radio, with thousands of sets, arouic 
one-fourth of which are American, 
in use. A few local stations. 

Bulgaria—Importation, sale and use 
of radio receiving or broadcasting a}- 


paratus prohibited by the governme:'t. | 


Czecho-Slovakia—Radio very pop- 
ular, but restricted to wea'tthier class. 
Import license required for importa- 
tion of sets, which costs five per ecnt 
of invoice value. 

France—Many sets in operation aad 
this country presents a good market 
for radio apparatus of lower prices. A 
receiving set with a long radio is not 
generally required because of the 
abundance of broadcasting stations in 
this part of Europe. 

Germany—Many ‘sets in operation, 
mostly of local manufacture. 

Great Britain—It is estimated there 
are 1,200,000 sets in operation in tijis 
country. 

Greece—Little interest displayed in 
radio and government does not permit 
broadcasting. . 

Ireland—Radio ban lifted about a 
year ago and there is considerable in- 
terest in radio. 

Netherlands—Considerable market 
for radio parts of American, English, 
French and German manufacture. 

Norway—First broadcasting station 
opened December 15, 1924. with re- 
sulting keen interest. Opening of sia- 
tion expected to increase market for 
American sets. 

Poland—This market largely dom- 
inated by French, English and Ger- 
man radio manufacturers, 

Rumania—Broadcasting is prohibit- 
ed in Rumania. 

Spain—English sets are in general 
use, and although there is also a sale 
for French receivers, those of Amer- 
jean manufacture have not as yet -net 
with any success. 

Sweden—Market for radio equip- 
ment very active and should increase 
in near future. 

Yugoslavia—tUse of receiving sets 
permitted only to subjects and mein- 
bers of diplomatic and consular corns, 
Very little interest in ‘adio. 

Canada—Widespread interest in 
radio steadily increasing. American 
exports to this country during 1924 
more than tripled those of previous 
year.

SUNSET. CHANGES 
SUBJECT TO PROBE 


Washington, April 4.—The Bureau 
of Standards has begun a second series 
of observations on the marked changes 
of transmission occurring at sunset. 
It is hoped through these special tests 
to determine the causes and effects of 
certain phenomena in order that they 
may be overcome. 

“The continuing expansion in ihe 
uses of radio,” says Dr. J. H. Dell- 
inger, chief of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards Radio Laboratory, in comment- 
ing on the observations, “and the un- 
expected phenomena encountered in 
the very high frequencies now so ex- 
tensively used, make important the 
determination of the laws and causes 
of the vagaries of radio transmission. 
Fuller knowledge of these phenomena 
is necessarv before radio can fully 
grapple with the limitations at pres- 
'ent imposed upon it by atmospheric 
| disturbances, interference and fadinz 
/To this end a number of univers'ty 
and other laboratories are engaging 
| in a measurement program under the 
| direction of the Burean of Standar ls. 
'The work in view includes measure- 


tion Variation. and atmospheric dis- 
turbances, at the broadcast and higher 
frequencies.

Net earnings of the combined de-

company. The net earnings of the 
raiiway department were not enough 
to pay the interest on the mortgage 
debt of that department according to 
Mr. Arkwright, who issued his state- 
ment to explain the earnings as re 
ported to the state public service 
commission, 

Following is the statement: 

“Publication of figures from the 
ennual report of this company, while 
accurate, seems to have led to a 
wrong impression among many people, 
TLe net earnings for the vear 1924. 
namely, S5,024.548.20, are the earn- 
ings, after deducting only the cost of 
labor and material consumed in opera- 
tion, taxes, and renewals, from all de- 
partments of the company, namely, 
retail electric light and power, water 
power, gas, st@am heat, interurban 
riilways and street railways. Nothing 
hes been deducted for interest on debt, 
rentals, sinking funds under mort- 
sages, or other fixed charges. Out of 
these net onerating earnings must be 
paid the rent, interest on debt, and 
s nking funds under mortgages. These 
items aggregated $3.S23,S06.86, leaving 
only the sum of $1,200,741.384 remain- 
ing for the stockholders. 

“As a matter of fact. the net earn- 
ings of all combined departments of 
the company amounted to less than 
> per cent on the value of the property 
vilevoted to the service, and the net 
earnings of the railway department 
none, were not sufficient to epav the 
interest on the mortgage debt of the 
department.”

Marine Commissioner Needed. 


| In the future when the government 
has gotten out of the shipping busi- 
ness, the work cf a shipping board 
will be mainly administrative. Will 
it not be wise to relegate that work tc 
the department cf commerce which 
now supervises and regulates shipping 
in several particulars? 

The logical sten to take wotlld seem 
to be to establish in the department 
of commerce a merine division or de- 
partment headed hy a marine commis- 
sioner appointed for a term of not 
less than six years and at a salary 
of at least $12.00C per annum. A §al- 
ary of $15,000 would be advisable. 
This new division or department could 
be so organized as to take over the 
regulation of shioping provided for bs 
the acts of 1916 and 1920. The new 
organization should also inelude the 
bureaus and divisions of the depart- 
ment of commerce thatenow have to 
do with shipping. 

The organization proposed for the 
regulation end promotion of the Amer- 
ican Merchant Marine would have 
greater administrative efficiency than 
‘a beard cau have. It wenld be able 
ty do more to further the interest of 
American shipping than can be ac- 
complished by continuing the present 
complicated and disorganized admin- 
istrative marhinery.

New York, April 4.—The tri-color 
of France was carried to a sweeping 
victory in American tennis today 
when Jean Borotra, a member of the 
1924 French Davis cup team. won the 
national men’s indoor singles cham- 
pionship on the courts of the seventh 
regiment armory, defeating Fred ©, 
Anderson, of New York, 3-4, 6-3, 6-0 
in the final round of the tournament. 

Shortly after his triumph, Borotra, 
paired with A. W, Asthalter, of New 
York, won the doubles title, defeating 
Watson M. Wasliburn and KE. T. 
Herndon, of New York, 6-3, 6-2, 845. 

_By virtue of his victory in the 
singles, Borotra, became the secon l 
foreign player to win a major Ameri- 
can tennis championship. H. L. Do- 
herty, of England, took the all-comers’ 
title in 1903. 

Displaying command of varied as- 
sortment of strokes and showing su- 
perior steadiness, Borotra smashed 
his way to a victory in the singles, 
after losing the opening set to hi« 
American rival. Borotru won by 
keeping the lanky American away 
from the net. were in the first setthe 
American star had his opponent help- 
less with his hard deep court driving 
and volleying. 

The first set was an outstanding 
Anderson triumph. Borotra could not 
get his service working with any de- 
gree of accuracy and was forced to 
sacrifice pace to find the service 
lines. But as the match frogressed 
he gradually steadied and kept An- 
derson in the back court with his deep 
forcing shots. 

In the third set Borotra aced his 
opponent five.times and scored eight 
placements. The final set saw An- 
derson weakening under the dizzy 
pace, and the French star swept to 
victory in decisive fashion, allowing 
Anderson but 13 points.

Belfast, April 4.-—{By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The first returns in

FARMER’S FIRST DUTY. 


The Constitution recently pub- 
lished a comptehensive study of 
Georgia’s hay and forage crops by 
Martin V. Calvin, agricultural econ- 
omist for the state department of 
agriculture. Every farmer in Geor- 
gia ought to read it and profit by 
the sound conclusions the author 
reaches. 

Mr. Calvin says: 


“There are 460,000 horses and mules 
on Georgia farms. Hay and forage 
must be provided for these work ani- 
mals. The regulation ration of prime 
hay or forage per horse or mule is 
15 pounds a day. That means two 
and three-quarter tons a year or 
1,265,000 tons a year for the 460,000 
horses and mules. Taking the largest 
number of tons produced in this state, 
1920-1924, i e., 760,000 tons—10 per 
cent of which was forage—we find 
that there will be a shortage of 505,- 
000 tons this year unless we .bestir 
gurselves, increase acreage and lift

A few months ago one of the finest 
collections of autographs ever offered 
for sale in the United States was 
auctioned in the 

aad city of Philadel- 
phia. The most 
valuable single 
item was. the 
charter of Penn- 
sylvania, given to 
the people by Wil- 
liam Penn in 
1682. It was pur- 
chased at-the sale 
by a New York 
collector for $25,- 
000, and he of- 
fered to release it 
to the state of 
Pennsylvania at 
the price without any profit to him- 
self. ‘The Philadelphia Public Ledger 
inaugurated a popular subscription 
and the amount was speedily raised. 
The charter has just now been safely 
placed in the archives of the capitol 
of the state at Harrisburg. 

The next most valuable item was 
what is known as “The Rarest NSig- 
nature in American History,” and 
whose signature do you suppose that 
is?. It is that of Batton Gwinnett, 
of Georgia, who was one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Inde 
pendence and who was killed in a 
duel: with General MacIntosh shortly 
after the declaration was  signe:i. 
Gwinnett was the second of the sign- 


ers to die, the first having been John 


Morton, of Pennsylvania, who died a 
natural death the month before 
Gwinnett, in 1777. 

Gwinnett was an Englishman, and 
a merchant by vocation. The signa-

“If you had 
faith as a mustard seed”’—that is if 
you. had the mustard-seed-kind-of 
faith, you could say unto the moun- 
tain, “Be ye removed unto the depth 
of the sea.” 


Faith of a Mustard Seed. 

There is a cheap and superficial 
kind of faith, of which there is a 
great abundance everywhere. It be- 
lieves in God as a great magicizen, 
who does marvelous tricks. In the 
hour of need or panic it cries out to 
its God to justify this faith—to cor- 
rect one’s mistakes, and to do by 
inagic the work which one should do 
bimself. It is a faith which, in the 
presence of some supreme task cail- 
ing tor a passionate é¢arnestness and a 
great sacrifice,: vanishes into noth- 
ing, 


Now the mustard-seed-wind-of faith, 
is a faith which grows. It gets big- 
cer with difficulties. A mountain, 
instead of stopping it, is only a chal- 
‘enge to its vitality. So far from 
such a taith being unreasonable—a 
substitution of “I believe” for “I 
know’—it is planted in knowledge, 
and grows with reason. 

Such a fatth begins with “I know.” 
One must know something in which 
to put one’s faith. One must know 
somebody in whom to place one’s 
trust. When we speak of a faith - be- 
ing reasonable, we do not mean that

Wwe are substituting reason for faith. 
I do not pretend to be able to explain 
all I believe, but I can explain why 


I do not begin to under- 
stand all that I believe, but I do 
understand why I believe. There 
should always be “a reason for the 
faith that is in us.” 

It is from this standpoint that | 
tfoaintain that the Christ faith is a 
reasonable faith. It is the belief that 
this world is made and directed by 
So the 
world is made for the ultimate tri- 
vumph of truth and righteousness, be 
cause truth and righteousness are 
divine. It believes that love is un- 
conquerable and immortal. So, when 
faith in a righteous cause finds a 
mountain of difficulty athwart its 
pathway, it does not surrender be- 
eause it is sure that the mountain 
dees not belong there. It maintains 
that truth has the “right-of-way” and 
that the mountain can be removed 
This is very far from the childish 
credulity which would expect a fickle 
God to rear mountains one day, and 
toss them into the sea the next. It 
is something more profound, reagon- 
able, and vital. It is faith in “the 
nature of things.” 

The Asthority of Soul. 

Sv, when such a faith meets devils 
the strength of its reason is challeng- 
ed. Devils are abnormal. ‘They 
don’t belong in human life. It is a 
belief that sin is always a usurper. 
A le has taken the place which be- 
longs to the truth. A cure has dis- 
possessed a blessing. A frown has 
stolen the place of a smile, and love 
should rightly rule where hatred sits 
enthroned. 

This was fundamental in the creed 
of Jesus, and just here is where He 
won His greatest victory. When He 
came into life He was met by the 
claim that the world belonged to the 
devil. The meaning of this was that 
human nature was naturally and es- 
sentially bad. We have to meet the 
sime issue.

SHALLOW EDUCATION. 
Boys and girls in Evanston, IIl., 
schools -have recently shown up the 
educational deficiency of that city in 
a conyincing way. Evanston ought 
to be ashamed of the record, but 
Evanston is not different from ‘the 
majority of American cities in this 
respect, for in very few places indeed 
has education in school caught up 


with the theoretical schedule or with 
education on paper. In New York 


state there is a discrepancy of this | 


kind that amounts to a scandal—and 
the New York state educational au- 
thorities resent any effort to call the 
people’s attention to the scandal. 

In Evanston the boys and girls in 
the 11 to 15-year age group havé been 
given some simple tests worked out 
by the department of the interior. Of 
300 boys, only 9 passed the tests; of 
151 girls not one passed the tests. 
This is indeed a sorry showing for a 
city which kids itself and the world 
that it is up-to-date. Evanston is the 
home town of Vice President Dawes, 
who is speeding up the United States 
senate, and of John Flint Dille, famed

for bis suecess in restoring circula- 
tion to sick newspapers. And yet 
cducati@n in Evanston is so shallow 
that they have te keep it dark lest 
the sunshine dry it up. The children 
can wade right through it without 
ever getting their feet wet. 


In one school, of 54 boys tested, 
only 24 could jump 5 feet 9 inches. 
Of those 24 boys in the 11 to 15-year 
age group who were able to jump the 
length of a man, only 7 could run 50 
yards in 8 seconds. 

That is a miserable record. The 
+ extraordinary boys who could jump 
a man’s length and cover the 50-yard 
cash in 38 seconds were able to chin 
themselves four times and throw a 
baseball 130 feet. These seven boys 
must have moved to Evanston from 
some place not long ago! At any 
rate educatior seems to have made a 
ceeper impression on them. 

Out of 121 girls of the same age 
group in Evanston schools only 15 
passed a balancing test which con- 
sisted of walking the 2-inch edge of a 
}2-foot 2x4. turning in the middle, 
walking backward half the length 
and a deep knee flexion (squatting) 
while standing on the toes crosswise 
of the beam. Only three of these 
girls passed the easy running test 
for girls and all of them failed in the 
basketball throw. 

In many public schools where they 
make a pretense of physical education 
the gymnasium period once or twice a 
week nmountr to a badly organized 
loaf, for the very reason that the edu- 
cational authorities neither give 
credits for good work in this farcical 
course nor require the pupils to main- 
tain any definite standard or meet 


any test or examination, asin whe snb 
jects the educational authorities real. 
ly. care about. This grave slight op 
the part of the educational authorities 
is a betraya: of the people's confi 
dence, for wherever public money is 
appropriated for physical education 
it is certainly the people’s intention 
and will that such edueation de given 
in fact and no. in the careless fashion 
which one finds in the publie school: 
in New York state, at any rate.

CODE OF THE WEST" 


Readers of Zane Grey novels and 
film fans who have enjoyed the 
screen adaptations of his red-blooded 
stories are certain to be considerably 
surprised and not a little startled 
when they see the picture version of 
his latest book, “Code of the West.” 
It opens at the Rialto theater Mon- 
day for a three weeks’ run. 

The striking thing about this new 
photoplay is that although it was 
written by Mr. Grey in his charac- 
teris Vivid and colorful style, with 
a rugg western setting, there isn’t 
a single pistol shot fired in the en- 
tire production and only on two oc- 
easions are guns, displayed. This 
phenomenon is explained by the fact 
that the conventional. double-dyed, 
two-gun villain, heretofore’ considered 
aun essential character in every Zane 
Grey story, is conspicuously missing 
from “Code of the West.”

Mrs. Meloney financed the first 
two annual better homes campaigns, 
with aid of her magazine, and then 
secured for it. an endowment which 
makes it financially independent, 
just as she later secured an endow- 
ment for the Girl Scouts. 

Having launched the campaign un- 
til it has taken root in practically 
every community in the cvuntry, Mrs. 
Meloney suggested that the move- 
ment become incorporated and that a 
man be made director of it.

sections, about equal in area or num- 
ber of blocks. In each section a group 
leader was placed, or rather she was 
selected from the section, the leaders 
soon has others to help them and 
each section was canvassed by the 
leaders therein. The name, address 
and telephone number of all mothers 
having small children was taken. The 
list being completed, a call meeting 
for the purpose of organization and 
presenting the object of the pre-school 
circle was held, one section at a time. 
Kach organization has its own officers, 
and so far as time and place of meeti- 
ing, detail of program, ete., are con- 
cerned, is an independent organization 
or club. We consider each club only 
a unit of the pre-school circle. By 
appomtment I am naturally the circie 
chairman, but each club has its ie- 
spective chairman. ‘These clubs are 
really’ neighborhood clubs and are 
called ‘Mother Study clubs of the 
Samuel M, Inman pre-school circle.’ 
Each club has its own constitution and 
by-laws, which are practically uniform, 
these should not conflict with = the 
constitution and by-laws of the circle.” 
Neighborhood Clubs. 

When asked why she’ erganized 
neighborhood clubs, “Mrs. Wolfe ex- 
plains the following reasons: “Many 
mothers, who do not live within a 
short distance of the school house, find 
it somewhat difficult to go, so do not 
like to go. It is sometimes an effort 
for mothers with small children to 
cake the longer time, while to go 
around the corner or to some home in 
the neighborheod is easy. In a- large 
school district of a city, regardless in 
what section of the city it may be, tne 
school cannot be near all. ‘Then, too, 
a large organization or, gathering 
seems more formal, particularly © in 
the school house, and in very few 
instances would the mothers ever 
know each other or discuss freely the 
problems when they interest them. 
The very object for which , mother 
study clubs are organized would be 
defeated, that is. mutual helpfulness. 
In the home and-in the community 
where the residents have much in com- 
mon. the coldness of the school build- 
ing and the chill of formality is dis- 
pensed with and, instead, there is 
created or revived that friendly neigh- 
borhood spirit which has been so rapid- 
ly fading away. People cannot live 
wholly to themselves and what is the 
interest of one in a community should 
@®e the inteerst of all, and when 
comes to the subject of the little child. 
the environment. ihe playmates and 
character. the bond is even greater. 
When every mother realizes this ind 
unites her strength in an effort to 
bring about better child conditions, it 
will be done. It can be done, It Is 
heing done.” 

“A program of work. based on the 
Child Foursquare.” said Mrs. Wolfe, 
“ig outined for the year’ and. every 
felub chairman presented with a copy. 
In this way. although the programs 
for the various clubs may vary some- 
what 2s to detail, each club is study- 
ing along the same lines, the same 
subject in the same month, and un- 
usually within the same week.

The women responsible for this 
unique venture are Countess Jean de 


Frise, a French noblewoman and ar- 
tist; Eugenie Vaughn, the actress, and 
Dorothy Gray, the well-known beauty 
specialist. 

The first afternoon the clinic was 
opened it was fairly swamped with all 
kinds of women. Actresses out of em- 
ployment were in the majority, and, 
ef course, their requests for treatment 
were promptly granted, for everybody 
knows that the best face possible is 
an actress’ very bread and butter. 

Next in number came business girls 
—stenographers, bookkeepers, cash- 
lers and a particularly large number 
of sales girls, 


To the surprise of the founders of 
the clinic, the applicants for free 
treaiments included many women who 
made no pretence of having to work 
for their living: They were married 
women anxious to fix their faces and 
their husbands’ affections at the same 
time. 

Countess de Frise and her assistants

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HE latest researches of archae- 

ologists show almost beyond 

a Shadow of doubt that Egypt 

and Carthage were not, as 

has long been supposed, the 
only great great civilization of which 
Africa) could boast in very ancient 
times. 

in what are now the thirsty wastés 
of the Sahara desert and in other parts 
of the continent are being uncovered 
art treasures, ruined palaces and tem- 
ples and many other. interesting evi- 
gdences of civilizations that must have 
rivaled those which grew up a little 
later on the banks of the Nile and 
among the sturdy Carthaginians. 

Discoveries recently made by Pro- 
fessor Leo Frobenius, the distinguished 
German archaeologist, in the Sahara, 
in the vicinity of the city of Algiers and 
in the jungles of the Congo far to the 
southward show that in all three of 
these widely separated parts of Africa 
a high degree of civilization existed 
when most of the rest of the world was 
sunk in savagery and barbarism. 

In fact, Professor Frobenius thinks it 
probable that both Egypt and Carthage 
may have been indebted for much of 
their greatness to the inspiration they 
received from at least two and perhaps 
all three of these other African civili- 
zations. 


According to his opinion there is 


nothing in what Egypt and Carthage 
have left us which can surpass the mar- 
velous workmanship and good taste 
found in some of the rock temples 
which have lain buried for centuries 
beneath the sands of the Sahara.

“Among the most interesting art 
treasures | found,’’ writes Professor 
Frobenius in an account of his discov- 
eries recently published in Germany, 
“were numerous little implements deli- 
cately fashioned from ivory and wood. 
Many of these are thickly studded with 
uncut precious stones. These are the 
sort of things which only a people of 
considerable culture would have cared 
for or been able to produce.”’ 

Professor Frobenius dates the earli- 
est traces of civilization he has found 
in Africa at from 4000 to 6000 B. C. 
This date applies to many of the ruined 
temples and cities he has uncovered. 
He has found idols and other objects 
which belong to a still more distant 
period.

among which they have long lived,” 
says the professor, ‘“‘they show in their 
minds and bodies unmistakable 
dences of a distinctly-superior ances- 
Like the Jews, the Mengdls and 
the Armenians who have lived for cen- 


evi-

turies with Occidental peoples, they 
retain their original racial characteris- 
tics. 

“Tl found that the pygmies cling to 
a religious faith and to various racial 
tastes and pecularities that are radi- 
cally different from those of the tribes 
to which they live neighbors and with 
which for a long time they have been 
intermarrying. 

“The language they still speak is 
perhaps the best proof that the Tyr- 
rhenians were their ancestors. It forms

“How curiously alike all of Africa’s 
ancient civilizations were is shown by 
the fact that these pygmies still wor- 
ship the sun very much as the Egyp-

Un- 
doubtedly the ancient Egyptians and 
quite possibly the inhabitants of Atlan- 
tis owed a great deal to the ideas thev 
borrowed trom this curious desert 
folk’s ancestors. 

“The pygmy language is a jargon of 
the primitive Tyrrhenian and Arabic, 
much as our modern Yiddish is a mix- 
ture of the Hebrew, German and other 
tongues. But the pygmy legends and 
folk songs betray their distinguished 
ancestry even beiter than the language 
they speak.” 

The still blacker pygmies found fur- 
ther south in Africa are thought by 
some scientists to be remote kinsmen 
of the pygmies of the north. They lost 
more of their racial characteristics, it 
is urged, through earlier and more fre- 
quent intermarriage and a long migra- 
tion from their original home to the 
wild jungles of the south.

Spinning Top

Here’s a merry-go-round a group 
ef boys can put up in a vacant lot 
or back yard. 

The parts necessary to make the 
merry-go-round are an old wagon 
wheel, four 2x6 inch planks, 8 feet 
long, some repe, a post, an axle 
bar and about two hours’ work. 

The first thing to do is to set up 
the post on which your merry-go- 
round is te run. This pest should 


be embedded in the ground three or 
four feet and should be about four 
feet high. Next, put the steel axle 
in the middle of the top of the post, 
A giant lag screw will do very well 
for the axle it can be put in the 
post very easily and then have its 
square head sawed off. 

Now build the platform on the 
big wagon wheel, by placing the 
planks as shown and nailing them 
fast. With this done, place the

wheel on the axle in the post and /] 


grease the axle well so speed can 
be obtained. 
By placing a screw-eye bolt on 


the hub of the wheel you make a 
place where a length of rope can be}‘ 


attached. Use about fifty or sixty 
feet_ of rope and then wind the 
merry-go-round backward until the 
rope is tightly wound around like a 
top.
